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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1*12 in the reply filed on July 5, 2006 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions are closely related 
with a common utility and that examination of both inventions poses no serious burden on 
the examiner. This is not found persuasive because, as noted in the prior action, the 
inventions are, indeed, related, but they are distinct. Restriction on such grounds is in 
keeping with Office policy and procedure. The burden on the examiner extends to the 
patentability issues associated with, and evolving as a result of, searching additional 
inventions. Issues related to a process are frequently very different from those related to 
an article. For example, the issues related to the structural requirements of an article need 
not be familiar to an examiner of specific processes. Consequently, examination of process 
claims 1-12 and article claims 13-15 present a serious burden on the examiner both because 
of (l) a divergent or non-overlapping search related to the separate classification of the 
inventions and (2) the evolution of patentability issues related to searching multiple and 
distinct inventions. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 13-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on July 5, 2006. 
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Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 15, 2003 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings were received on May 30, 2006. These drawings are acceptable for 
examination and have been forwarded to the Draftsperson for review. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

7. The term "detailed" in the claims is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "detailed" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. How detailed and in what 
way must the pattern be to be included within the scope of the claim? Consequently, the 
metes and bounds of the claimed invention is impossible to determine. 
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Conclusion 

8. The prompt development of clear issues in the prosecution history requires that 
applicant's reply to this Office action be fully responsive (MPEP § 714.02). When filing an 
amendment, applicant should specifically point out the support for any amendment made to 
the disclosure, including new or amended claims (MPEP §§ 714.02 & 2163). A fully 
responsive reply to this Office action, if it includes new or amended claims, must therefore 
include an explicit citation (i.e., page number and line number) of that/those portion(s) of 
the original disclosure which applicant contends support(s) the new or amended 
limitation(s).
